The more desperate brig- 
ands murder after ransom, in order to seal 
the lips forever.”’

The Boers are said to have secured a 
number of récruits and considerable quan- 
tities of supplies.

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THE WINK OF WINKS. 


A German savant asserts as a conclusion of a scientific in- 
vestigation that a wink of the human eye occupies four-tenths 
of a second in time. 

With all due resvect to the German savant and without im- 
pugning his sincerity or accuracy, we must set aside his con- 
clusion as the result of incomplete investigation and hasty gen- 
eralization. : 

Probably our savant bases his conclusion upon a study of the 
German wink. It is possible that the average ordinary wink 
occupies no more time than four-tenths of a second.” We are 
willing to admit that each of the 40 winks cf a snoozer, the flir- 
tatious wink, the stage wink, the natural wink or the jocular 
wink does not exceed four-tenths of a second in time.

Our gubernatorial wink 1s 
an extraordinary wink, so far surpassing the ordinary wink in 
length of time, grandeur, significance and impressiveness of ef- 
fect that it cannot be listed in the same class. It is unique. 

The Dockery wink is performed ‘with the deliberation and 
solemnity of a state affair. The various stages are defined with 
distinctiveness. One is first transfixed by—impaled upon, s0 to 
speak—the glance of the eye which begins slowly to close, in- 
volving in the act all the muscles of one side of the face; the 
eye closes and remains shut long endOugh to emphasize the culmi- 
nation of the act. Then the muscles relax, the eye opens and 
resumes its natural expression. During all this process the 
other eye and the other side of the face have been calm, im- 
perturbable, but pleasantly reassuring. 

Kut the marvel of the gubernatorial wink lies not so much 
in its solemn grandeur of movement as in the universality of its 
significance. It means everything and nothing. It hypnotizes the 
restless kicker; it Is hope to the eager aspirant; it is encourage- 
ment to the downcast and discouragement to the presuming. It 
is a promise and a denial. It is folly to the foolish and wisdom 
to the wise. It is all things to all men. In short, it isa triumph 
of political art and diplomatic genius. 

If our German savant should ever come under the spell of the 
Dockery wink he will put on a side shelf all the other winks 
in his laboratory and devote his life to the study of its wonders. 
It is something undreamt of in German savantry. There is no 
time limit to this wink of winks.

ST. LOUIS DETECTIVE RETURNS 
FROM BUFFALO EXPOSITION. 


EFFECT OF CZOLGOSZ’S ACT 


Officer States That While the President 
Lay Wounded Crime Virtually 
Ceased Throughout City. 


In the report filed by Detective John J. 
Keeley to.Chief of Detectives Desmond 
relative to his work in Buffalo during the 
holding of the Pan-American Exposition, 
Detective Keeley states that during the 
eight days that President McKinley lay 
wounded in Buffalo, and after death re- 
lieved him from his sufferings, the thieves 
and criminals in that part of the country 
actually suspended operations. 

‘“‘Not a pocket was picked,”’ explained De- 
tective Keeley in commenting on the state- 
ment. ‘‘Not a house was looted by burg- 
lars, and so far as the police were able to 
discover were any crimes committed 
against the law. This, at a time when the 
conditions for successful plunder were so 
inviting, created no little comment in Buf- 
falo police circles, 

“Buffalo is a city of 375,000 inhabitants, 
and while the President lay wounded there, 
it is a conservative estimate to say that 
100,000 persons a day visited the city. In all 
the days, from September 6, the day he was 
shot, until his body was removed, more 
than a week later, not#a case of robbery 
cccurred. 


“Chief of Detectives Cusick, of Buffalo, 
in commenting on the- case, said that he 
believed that this demonstrated the truth 
of the old saying that ‘there is honor 
among thieves." Mr. Cusick said that he 
believed that the criminals, the same as 
honest men, were so appalled at the crime 
of Czolgosz, and condemned the act so 
heartily, that they suspended operations 
until after the burial. 

“IT am not much of a philosopher when it 
comes to dealing with criminals, but I know 
from actual observations that crime prac- 
tically ceased in Buffalo with the shooting 
of the President, and was not resumed un- 
til his body was removed for burial.’ 

Chief of Detectives Desmond of this city 
is not willing to agree with the Buffalo 
chief in saying that there is honor among 
thi eves. 

“Of course I do not attempt to deny the 
statements made by the Buffalo police, cor- 
roborated: by our own men, that crime 
ceased with the assassination of the 
President,”” said Chief Desmond. “But I 
suspect that the reason they did not work 
was because of the excellent police safe- 
guards thrown around the people. Each 
city in the land contributed her best offi- 
cers, and as a consequence the thieves had 
a precarious time. It is a pleasure for me 
to state that the 8t. Louis detectives at 
Buffalo made more arrests than the de- 
tectives from any other city with the ex- 
ception of Chief Cusick’s own men.’

Investigation Shows That Money Was 
Taken After Its Arrival in 
Latter City.

NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—Untited States Se- 
cret Service officers who have been working 
on the robbery of $5200 from the express 
package shipped last week from the collec- 
tor of customs at Buffalo to the United 
States subtreasury in this city, belleve the 
thief is employed in the. ubtreasury here. 

While the utmost secrecy is maintained 
by the officers and the subtreasury and 


customs officials of both cities, circumstan- 
tial evidence tends to show that the money 
was extracted from the package after it 
had reached the subtreasury and been re- 
,ceipted for. 

Bo rite does the evidence point to this 
fact that W. H. Brendel, collector of cus- 
toms at Buffalo, was summoned to New 
York and yesterday was in close consulta-

tion with secret service 
officials. : 

Collector Brendel and the secret service 
men made a careful examination of the 
money package. Before shipping the cash 
Collector Brendel placed a paper band 
eround it and then folded it in a pasteboard 
package which he sealed. The top of the 
package overlapped, and as an extra pre- 
caution the overlapping side had been 
punctured in three places with a pin. 

The package was carefully traced, and 
it was shown conclusively ,that it had not 
been tampered with from the time it was 
receipted for by the express company un- 
til it was delivered at the subtreasury. 
It was also proved that it had been receipt- 


‘ed for in good order at the subtreasury 


and that the seals were unbroken. These 
conclusions exonerated the express com- 
pany, and it became evident that the 
money had been extracted either before its 
shipment in Buffalo or after its receipt in 
New York.

NAVY NEEDS MORE MONEY. 


An Increase of $21,000,000 Will Be 
Asked of Congress. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—The estimates 
for the fiscal year for the navy department 
are $98,910,984, as against $77,924,535 appro- 
priated for the currnt yar. 

The chief increases are $2,500,000 for con- 
struction, $2,000,000 for armor and $129,255 in 
appropriation for yards and docks. 
ne Sts. > Long, in speaking of the esti- 
mates, said that they were made with due 
regard for the needs of the navy, and in- 
timated they had the approval of the ad- 
ministration. He spoke of the increased 
cost of the navy, and said that the build- 
ing of a battleship costing $5,000,000 was not 
the end of its expense, as its maintenance 
was very costly. These estimates, he said, 
did not cover any recommendations for in- 
crease of the navy over that already au- 
thorized, but it is more than likely the sec- 
retary will recommend three new battle- 
ships and three new armored cruisers and 

a number of small gunboats.
